REPORT 


SCHOOL COMMITTEE. 


District No. 1. 


Summer Term. Ciara A. Fiuanvers, of Hopkinton, Teacher. 
The teacher evidently labored hard, and considering all the cir- 
cumstances, she succeeded beyond our expectations. The general 
appearance of the school was remarkably good, and satisfactory 
progress was made in the studies pursued. 

Winter Term. Grorce H. Doper, of Hopkinton, Teacher. 
‘Through the persistent efforts of a few of the larger scholars, this 
scheol has quite frequently suffered an unenviable notoriety. This 
term was not an exception. The teacher’s authority was success- 
fully defied the first day; three boys were expelled soon after- 
wards; open warfare then ceased and guerrilla warfare or some- 
thing worse, ensued. The teacher not being thoroughly versed in 
this mode, and not carimg to learn it, concluded at the end of three 
weeks to leave the field to his secret and dirty antagonists, which 
he did to his own credit and their shame. He had previously 
gained a good reputation as a teacher and still deserves it. A ma- 
jority of the parents in the district feel justly indignant that they 
should thus be deprived of a good school and obliged to resort to 
adjoining districts to educate their children. 

District No. 2. 

Summer Term. Minnie J. PEASLEE, of Weare, Teacher. A 
short term, a small school, and the first attempt of a young teach- 
er. Results perfectly satisfactory. Miss Peaslee is an excellent 
scholar and gave evidence of possessing good disciplinary powers. 
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Winter Term. FLORENCE E. Cram, of Weare, Teacher. She 
had some previous experience as a teacher; otherwise the report 
of the Summer school and teacher applies equally well this term. 
Considerable general information was imparted which was not 
found in the text books. A good idea. 


District No. 3. 


Summer Term. HELEN J. Eastman, Teacher. | Miss Eastman 
is a good instructor. Some classes made “excellent progress, and 
all seemed to have done tolerably well. We understand that there 
was some complaint of too much severity on the part of the teach- 
er, but judging from our own observation, we think there was not 
quite enough. The general appearance of the school, however, 
was quite satisfactory. 

Winter Term. UWerman G. Brown, of Hillsborough, Teacher. 
At our first visit the scholars were orderly and studious. Three 
weeks afterwards we were invited by the teacher to make a second 
visit to consider the matter of expelling afew large boys. Instead 
of doing so we advised him to take care of the boys himself, which 
we were informed he proceeded to do. Soon after this we were 
invited by petition of legal voters to consider the matter of dismis- 
sing the teacher. A hearing was had and the teacher was ordered 
to finish the school, which he did in three weeks. He worked 
hard. Some scholars made tolerable progress. Under all the cir- 
cumstances we didn’t expect great improvement, and were not 
disappointed. 


District No. 4: 


Summer Term. Mary E. Hatnorn, Teacher. A happy fami- 
ly. Great familiarity between teacher and scholars; they had pre- 
viously béen scholars together; yet at both visits the scholars be- 
haved remarkably well. The term was doubtless a profitable one. 
It certainly must have been a pleasant one to all concerned. The 
teacher’s first attempt. She should not be quite so indulgent to 
her scholars next time. 


Winter Term. Mary A. Cups, Teacher. She is a patient 
and hard working teacher, and in literary qualifications she ranks 
among the very best. The school labored under the disadvantage 
of a variety of geographical text books. Good instruction was 
given in all branches and the improvement was very commendable. 


7 District No. 5. 

Summer Term. Mary A. Curips, Teacher. An interesting 
school. Nearly all the classes made a good appearance and gave 
evidence of thorough instruction by the teacher and good atten- 
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tion to study by most of the scholars. The larger ones were par- 
ticularly attentive; some of the smaller ones were rather too com- 
municative with each other. Writing was attended to every day. 
and a lot of books far above the average in town was exhibited. 

Winter Term. Sivas B. Durron, of Hillsborough, Teacher. 
The teacher’s first school. Order not perfect, nor did we witness 
any great disorder. Most of the scholars were diligent as usual, 
and some of the smaller ones somewhat noisy as usual. We know 
of no school in town of the same size where so many small schol- 
ars need so much looking after; not that they are maliciously 
troublesome, but roguishly so. Our final visit was made a week 
before the close of the school when no special preparation had been 
made. The progress in study was generally satisfactory. We are 
well satisfied that with experience Mr. Dutton will make a good 
teacher. 

Districr No. 6, 

Summer Term. Laura A. Scorr, of Hopkinton, Teacher. 
According to our ideas Miss Scott is a first rate teacher. Though 
young and without previous experience, she succeeded admirably 
both as an instructor and a disciplinarian. Good order and good 
improvement went together. We never saw this school appear so 
well in all respects. 

Winter Term. Grorcre A. Easrman, Teacher. This was a 
continuation of good improvement with tolerable order. Mr. 
Eastman has had considerable experience, is a good scholar and 
an unusually thorough teacher. If scholars do not learn well un- 
der his instruction it must be principally their own fault. We 
conchelude that the people of the district took an interest in the 
school from the fact that several were present at the examination, 
—an unusual feature in our experience here. 

Districr No. 7. 

Summer Term. Uannan B. Duston, Teacher. Both teacher 
and scholars deserve much credit. The teacher performed her 
duty faithfully and well and good progress was made. Good order 
was secured by moral suasion. _ 

Winter Term. JAMES FELLOWS, Teacher. As might be expect- 
ed, this ‘‘ veteran teacher of the olden time,’’ succeeded finely in 
interesting and instructing his pupils. Good order and good pro- 
gress were the necessary results. We seldom find so good im- 
provement in reading. 

Disrrict No. 8. 

Summer and Winter Terms both taught by Lorri: M. Newton, 

as was also a Fall School], supported by subscription. She is a 


®, 


, 
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lively, wide-awake and faithful teacher, easily gaining the confi- 
dence and good will of her pupils and constantly working and 
planning for their pleasure as well as their profit. Several schol- 
ars from District No. 1 wisely availed themselves of the privileges 
of the Winter term. The results of both terms gave general satis- 
faction to all concerned. 


District No. 10. 


Summer and Winter Terms both taught by Grorcia M. Pat- 
TERSON, Who also taught the two terms of the previous year. The 
appearanee of the school at the close of.the Summer term was 
very gratifying and indicated that much had been accomplished. 
A class in Written Arithmetic showed unusual proficiency. The 
Winter term is still in session. Ata recent visit on a very inclem- 
ent day we found about two thirds of the scholars present. They 
and the teacher were busily and quietly attending to their duties. 
We know of no reason why the term is not a profitable one. More 
blackboard and a ventilator are needed. 


District No. 11. 


Summer Term. Mary A. Jounson, of Bradford, teacher. She 
succeeded in gaining the affections of her pupils, and was thus en- 
abled to manage them without much apparent effort. Her-reputa- 
tion as a successful teacher was well sustained. The fact that we 
heard no fault found with the school, leads us to believe that the 
people of the district were well satisfied with it. 

Winter Term taught by Warren CLARK & Co. We don’t 
know where to find a more interesting school than this. At our 
several visits, the scholars were generally very orderly and atten- 
tive to study. The improvement made by thelarger ones was good, 
by the snialler ones very good indeed. The school ranks eae in 
point of brightness and ability. 

District No. 12. 


Spring Term. Susan C. Eastman, teacher. This school com- 
menced under the supervision of our predecessor, and we visited 
it only at the close. Scholars from other districts attended, mak- 
ing it the largest school we ever found in this district. 

An examination of five hours enabled us to find out that a great. 
deal had been accomplished. Much practical information was ex- 
hibited ; and then there were declamations, dialogues, compositions, 
maxims, ‘&c., in almost endless profusion. We can heartily en. 
dorse all the praise that has been bestowed upon Miss Eastman in 
regard to her literary qualifications, and her ability to successfully 
impart information to others. 
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Winter Term. AsBIE I. StRAw, of Hopkinton, teacher. Now 
in session. Miss Straw has the desire and the ability to keep a 
good school, and judging from what we have seen of this, and the 
testimony of scholars and parents, she is thus far eminently suc- 
cessful, both in instruction and discipline. 


District No. 13. 


Summer and Winter Terms together less than three months, 
both taught by Mary E. Rowe ., of Hopkinton. . 

Teacher young, terms short, and school still small, though larg- 
er than for several years past. No fault to find. Did well. 


GENERAL REMARKS. 


Our schools are probably in about the same condition as for sevy- 
eral years past. Some Winter schools, however, fell far short of | 
their legitimate purpose, in some instances partially through a lack 
of judgment and activity on the part of the teachers, in some, al- 
most entirely through the perversity of a afew scholars bent on 
mischief and disorder. We expect the teacher to goven his school 
at all hazards, if he has the physical power to do so, for it is amuch 
better lesson for a turbulent scholar to be brought to terms by 
hard knocks, if necessary, than to be merely expelled by a School 
Committee, which gives him an idea of his great importance. Yet 
we have not made physical strength a test In our examination of 
teachers, and when one has been overcome by the superior strength 
of one or several of his adversaries, we have cheerfully stepped in 
and rendered the assistance provided by law. 

Parents should remember that the labors and anxieties of a teach- 
er are very munch lightened, and the teacher’s usefulness very muc 
increased, when, he is assured of their hearty co-operation 
sympathy, in maintaining good, wholesome discipline; g 
teacher should remember to make good, wholesome disci 
first strong point. Ordinarily our sympathies are strong 
the teacher. Perhaps he partially fails to come up to the st 
of what a teacher ought to be; then use your best endeav 
kind and friendly manner, to bri ing him there. Rather oy, 
than magnify his faults. Insist upon it that your childre 
regularly attend school, treat the teacher properly and resp 
ly, and obey his reasonable requirements, and you will find 
possible to have trouble in school, even if you do have a poor 
er. When you have done all this, and the teacher still rem; 
different, then our sympathies are with you, not with him. 

The text-book trouble still continues, and retards the pro:

Tender-hearted School Committees pity them, and 
forbear to change; but when some bold man shall have succeeded 
us, then look out for a change; it ought to come. We can hardly 
reconcile our own non-action in the matter, with our oath of office. 

In some schools it was painful to listen to answers given with the 
rising inflection of the voice; in some it was equally painful not to 
hear the answers at all, though the room was small. A majority 
of teachers assist scholars too quick in reading and reciting. 

The registers have generally been properly kept. Don’t be afraid 
to make a few .«‘ general remarks ;’’ there is a space on purpose for 
them. Let us know what you think you have accomplised, and 
how you feel about it; what you have enjoyed, and what you have 
had to contend with; and furthermore, always remember to put 
the names of scholars into the register in alphabetical order, girls 
and boys separately. You will see the reason for it, when - you 


have served one year as School Committee, and made a report to 


the State Superintendent.
